In one case at least, however, only 
1,400 went out of the 2,000 chosen. 
The others had either fled or had com- 
mitted suicide. 

The Jews in Germany, the corres- 
pondent concludes, begged him to 
make known just what the “Jewish 
sub-state” really signifies. The migra- 
tions are being carried out in bitterly 
cold weather.—Reuter. :

He first became known throughout 
China In 1918, when he was ordered 
to suppress the revolt against General 
Yuan 8Shih-kal’s' monarchical move- 
ment in the province of Yunnan. 

Two years later, he was instru-

_Chun’s attempt to restore the monar- 
chy. 


PEACE MAKER 

After being raised to the rank of 
General in 1919, Marshal Wu was 
ordered by the Central Government 
at Peiping to crush the: Southern 
Government at Canton.

THE “DRY” HUMOUR 
OF MOTORING | 


“So, * said the Old Motorist, “all this | 
talk in Parliament about the: juice 
has just ended in gas,” 

I reminded him that this was not 
the first occasion upon which political 
controversy had so terminated..Indeed, 
his talk carried me back with a 
bound to the. memorable years when 
war was more than talk and most of 
-our cars were locked up “for the dura- 
tion.” 

They were sad times; but even in the 
‘fateful years of 1914-18, they were 
not wholly. a new experience. The 
pioneer motorists knew well enough 
the meaning of the “empty tank.” Few 
were the merchants of those days who 
could sell him petrol by the wayside. 
Precarious was his situation if his 
tank ran dry and the town was far 
away. 

- Sometimes one enjoyed strange good 
luck in such seemingly dire predica- 
ments. I recall an early drive from 
London to the North and a “dead 
stop" some twelve miles from. Roy- 
ston. The nearest depot. was at New- 
market, also twelve miles distant. Our 
tank, we discovered, was as dry as a 
Sergeant-Major’s tongue: There was 
not.a house in sight. 

SAVED—BY HALF A TIN 

Slowly and sadly we made up our 
‘minds that one of us would have to 
walk those weary miles and to return 
to us as best he might. So the man 
who “lost the toss,” set out bravely 
while the rest of us sat down to play 
“cut throat” under a hedge. 

Then hey, presto, the miracle! A 
little Darracq car loomed up on that 
lone horizon; the figure of a solitary 
man gradually to took shape. 

He stopped willingly at our signal, 
for those were the days of a real 
fraternising among motorists. Had he 
got any spare petrol? we asked in 
chorus. Yes; he had one spare tin and 
he would give us half of it. Oh, splen- 
did fellow! Surely, the figure of St. 
Nicholas should have been knocked 
out of some stained glass window ana 
that of this unknown Samaritan put 
in its place! This was a happy experi- 
ence. 

Not so happy, however, was a jour- 
ney to Edinburgh in one of those little 
steam-cars which, for a season, chal- 
lenged the claims of petrol. The car- 
riage was very small and very. crazy. 
Jt had neither hood nor screen and its 
thirst must have been that of the fam- 
ous Roger, the monk, who, it will be 
remembered, used to try and “lap. up 
the Rhine.” 

12 HOURS IN THE COLD 

Twenty miles from York, this 
abominable contraption chose to run 
out of water and to leave us stranded 
on a heath, which was obviously wild 
and surely “blasted.”. Shakespeare, 
however, was less in our minds than 
the terror of ‘the coming night. No 
human being could we discover upon 
all that wild waste. Though darkness

“Excelsior” would have been butcher- 
ed on the spot! — 

For twelve long hours, we just sat 
there, trying to dodge a terrible nor’- 
easter and reflecting bitterly that man- 
kind was doomed to death if not dam- 
nation. It must have been about seven 
o’clock next morning when a jolly old 
farmer appeared in a cart and point- 
ed out to us that there was a rivulet 
not two hundred yards from the scen 
of our vigil. Such moments, surely, 
are too profound for words. 


If petrol and water thus continued 
to be nightmares for some years after 
the coming of the car, tyres were also 
an enduring peril. About the year 1909, 
I drove in a friend’s sixty horse-pow- 
er Mercedes from Paris to Bayonne. 
The engine was one of great power, 
but so crude was the clutch that the 
back wheels used to dig holes in the 
ground every time we started up on 
a gravel road. 


Knowing this habit, my friend pro- 


vided himself with no fewer ._ than 


eight covers for this particular jour- | 


ney. He had used them all up when 
we were still ‘ten miles from Bayonne 
and we finished our journey at eight 
miles an hour upon four covers stutf- 
ed with straw. As each of the eight 


covers had cost twelve pounds, the 


journey cost us £96 in tyres alone. 
Assuredly was “big” motoring not 
cheap in those days: 

GA8 BALLOON8S—AND PETROL! 

When war came at length, most of 
us were compelled to lay up our cars. 
Two years passed before experiments 
to convert low volatile anthracites and 
low temperature cokes into economic 
fuel .were moderately successful. A 
few people tried to run their little 
electric cars, but the difficulties of get- 
ting the batteries charged proved 
practically insurmountable. Finally 
we had “gas,” and staunch patriots 


delighted to put balloons on the roofs {§ 


of their limousines and thus to con- 
vince the multitude that they were 
helping to. win the war. 

But were. they all “true patriots?” 
One jolly fellow, who drove me to 
the neighbourhood of a golf course, 
was quite frank about it. “I’m doing 


‘good work for the Government,” he 


said, “but I must have my car. So, 
old boy, that balloon just contains the 
pure air of heaven while I have ten 
gallons of juice in my tank. Good 
idea, isn’t it?” : 

As he was giving me a lift, I  re- 
frained from expressing any. opinion, 
never having been much of a walker.

Mr, John Beckett, formerly a Soci- 
alist M.P, and later a prominent mem- 
ber of the British Union of Fascists, 
who is the honorary secretary, told a 
reporter: 

“I myself do not know any one 
member formerly with The Link who 
is associated with us. Of course, we 
have had shoals of letters in support 
of our aims, and it may be there is 
an obscure former member. of The 
Link among the writers, but certainly 
there is no prominent man.” 

Mr. Beckett said that no M.P,s were 
members, although they had friends 
in both Houses, and he did not know 
that any members were in the Minis- 
try of Information.

THE STOLEN BODY OF. 


‘ALEXANDER T, STEWART 


By VINCENT TOWNE 

In 1823 there landed in New York 
an Irish youth of twenty who in the 
Emerald Isle had studied for the mini- 

, Stry, but. had decided that he was not 
fitted for the cloth, a 

His name was Alexander Turney 
Stewart. He become a teacher in a 
select school. Reaching his majority, 
he returned to Ireland for his share of 
a small ‘fortune his father had left. 
Then he returned to New York, 
opened a Broadway store for which 
he. paid $250 a year rent. His capital 
amounted to $3,000. He slept in the 
rear of his shop, which proved to be 
the nucleus of the greatest dry-goods 
‘establishment in the world. During 
the early years of the Civil War he 
built a store costing $2,750,000 and 
employing 2,000 persons. He was by 
this time the owner also of numerous 
mills and factories. His income was 
now $2,000,000 a year. ; 

He spent vast sums in philanthropy, 
sent a whole shipload of provisions to 
relieve the great Irish famine and 
dispatched another vessel laden with 
flour to feed the destitute of France 
after that country’s defeat by the 
Germans, : ; 

His. marble Fifth Avenue mansion 
was regarded at the time as the finest 
private house in the world and con- 
‘tained an-art galler: that ranked 
among the most valuable in the coun- 
try. In this house he entertained the 
Emperor of Brazil and other person-. 
ages of world renoun. 

‘Just at the time when Mr. Stewar! 
was interested in building a million- 
dollar home for working girls on 
Fourth Avenue and while he was 
erecting the village of Garden City. 
L.I, as a model settlement for his 
many employees, he died on April 10, 
1876. He left a fortune of $40,000,000. 
He was survived by a widow but no 
children. In fact, he had no blood 
_Telations. Many legacies were left to 
his employees and he made provision 
for various public charities. 

Soon after her husband’s death, 
Mrs. Stewart erected in St. Mark's | 
Churchyard a handsome mausoleum 
in which his body was entombed. 

In . November, 1878, about two 
years and a half after Mr. Stewart's 
entombment, Judge Henry Hilton, his 
executor, rushed into the New York 
Police Department with the sensa- 
tional intelligence that ghouls had 
broken into the Stewart mausoleum. 
Upon ‘inquiry, the police learned that 
Judge Hilton had previously  dis=- 
covered that the mausoleum had 
been tampered with and that he had 
caused a large slab resting above the 
coffin to'be removed to another place 
inside the structure. This false tomb 


had been inscribed “A. T. Stewart |- 


Family Vault,” -in the hope that it 
would deceive those who for some 
mysterious purpose appeared eager to 
carry away the bones of the dead 
merchant prince. Only four persons 
were supposed to have shared know- 
ledge of this stratagem, but later 
developments’ proved that the slab’s 
removal had been witnessed by the 
conspirators, 
As soon as the alarm wag given 
' the police investigated the real and 
unmarked grave of Mr. Stewart and 
discovered that ghouls had there made 
excavations with a mathematical 
~’ precision that proved their absolute’ 
knowledge of its location, 
‘The multimillionaire's corpse had 
been encased in a casket covered with 
“This coffin had been placed in d 
‘leaden case enclosed ‘by ‘a heavy 
wooden ‘box. The lid of the outer 
box had been unscrewed, the leaden 
casket cut open and: the inner. coffin 
robbed of. its gruesome contents. The 
famous merchant was. seventy-three 
years old when he died and his body 
was 50 emaciated by his fatal illness 
that it weighed only eighty pounds, 
and hence it would have been an 
easy matter to have carried tha body 
away ina sack. 
The night before this act of vap- 
dalism” had beer dark and " raffty. 
' The’ conditions for such a erime were 
ideal. The.only p&assible clues to the 
~vandals' identity were an iron shovel, 
-@.small.. bull’s-eye lantern. and .a. 


black cloth, fringed with gold braid. |.

The police failed to dis~ 
cover that any anonymous demands

-would not subject the Stewart estate 
to blackmail, and‘tinally, when per- 
suadéed to offer $25,000 reward for 
the body, he added the condition that 
the sum would not be paid unless he 
was given information leading to the 
apprehension of the guilty persons.

London, To-day. 


A TALK ON THE Petsamo region was broadcast 
from Daventry yesterday by Mr. Owen Evans, 
Labour M.P. for Cardiganshire, who is connect-! 
ed_ with the Anglo- Canadian nickel mines: in 
that northern region of Finland. 

Petsamo, he said, lies on the Arctic Circle and is a 

strip of land from 20 to 25 miles wide separating

Tn recent years, much einployment 
has been given by the Anglo-Cann- 
dian plant, which is situated some 40 
miles south of the Coast. The mines 
have not yet reached the production 
stage, but {If it had not been for the

* time. 

The ore deposit is n promising one, 
although it does not compare with 
the depositions at Sudbury, in Canada. 

A large electric power station: Is 
under construction, but “work on this 
and at the mines has now been stop- 
ped — for the time being.” 

CANADIAN ENGINEERS | 
EVACUATED 

The development of the nickel de- 
posits has resulted in the building of 
& modern town, containing blocks ‘of 
modern workmen's flats fitted out 
with central hea‘’ng, electric light, 
laundries, stack house and recreation 
hall. There is also-a cinema, a sports 
ground and, of course, the steam 
bath for which Finland ‘is famous. 

A emall number of skilled en- 
gineers from Canada have been work- 
ing at the mines, superintending the

In spite of this, the weather in’ the 
summer is very hot, while for two 
months the sun never sets. 

In the winter, however, the weather 
is very cold and there is usually a lot 
of snow after December. The fighting 
in this region is now going on under 
the most severe conditions.—Reuter.

The Soviet athiek on Finland 
wil) have consequences at least 
nn great an those whieh followed 
the Nazi davasion of — Czacho- 
Slovakia in Mareh, prediets Ver~ 
non Bartlett, in the “News 
Chronicle.” 1 

Mr, Bartlett declares Stalin 
In likely «to take athar 
meonsures against General Chiang 
Kal-eshelk in Ching, as well: as 
ugalnst the Democracies in 
Europe, to prove that he 
reached the Napoleonic phase in 
his revolution, in ;which he is 
inspired much less by Communism 
than by imperialism, 

No greater reinforcement has 
been given to reactionaries all 
over the world since 1917 than 
that which Stalin gave last week. 
It is true that after Finland the 
most severe sufferer is likely to be 
Germany herself. 

Not only in Britain and France 
will the invasion have a profound 
effect, for American interest in 
Europe will be revived and, more 
interesting still, Italy: is becoming 
so hostile that the Italian peasant 
is talking about war in the Spring 
against Russia with the same fa- 
talism . as he showed last year 
when’ he talked about war with 
France. 

This is important because it 
must deepen the rift inside Ger- 
many between the Nazis who hate 
and fear the association with the 
Bolshevists and those who see 
therein their strongest argument 
against the solid conservatism of 
the British Empire. ae 

Mr. Bartlett slates those people 
in London and Paris who, he as- 
serts, are capable of arguing that 
we must condone Germany's ag- 
gressions in order to have her sup- 
port in condemning Russia’s ag- 
gression, but’ if we are to learn 
from this latest aggression we 
must make it clear that our cru- 
sade is directed not against . the 
Soviets or the Nazis but against 
those who still use war as an in-
